Armed Their Employes. 
Chicag o, Sept. 26.—The Michig an 
Central Railroad company does not 
propose to have any “bold train rob­ 
bers” occur on its road if it can help 
it. The officials of th« » road have 
armed all their employes with the 
latest invention in shotg uns. These 
g uns are novel in their construction 
arid carry as much death and de­ 
struction in their wake as dyna­ 
mite. 
The g uns are made expressly 
for the purpose for which they an* 
intended to be used. The g uns are 
only twenty-two inches long , g iving 
free use in close q uarters. Each is 
loaded with twelve larg e size buck­ 
shot with a charg e of powder suffici­ 
ent to propel them throug h a cast 
iron covering . Each holds six car­ 
tridg es and all the charg es can be 
fired in a few seconds. 
The eng i­ 
neers, firemen, express 
messeng ers 
and conductors will be armed with 
these weapons of defense. Accom- 
paning each g un there are five rounds 
of ammunition making each train a 
veritable arsenal. 


The X. P. anti \V. C. Part Company. 


M il w auke e 
, Wis., Sept. 25.—Judg e 
Jenkins handed down his decision in 
the Northern Pacific case at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. The decision termin­ 
ates the lease of the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral road by the Northern Pacific and 
g ives the property back into the 
bands of the Central company. 
In rendering the decision, Judg e 
Jenkins said that an examination of 
the accounts submitted to the court 
showed that since the lease took 
effect, in 1890, the Wisconsin Central 
had been operated at a loss of $ 1,142,- 
316, aud the Chicag o & Northern Pa­ 
cific at a loss of 11,304,169 
With re­ 
g ard to the Chicag o & Northern Pa­ 
cific Judg e Jenkins held that that 
company was simply a contract cred­ 
itor and that its interests could not 
be considered paramount to those of 
other creditors, 
He said that the 
$ 19,000,000 of Chicag o & Northern 
Pacific stock held by the Northern 
Pacific were practically worthless. 
The g ist of the decision was that the 
lease and the payment of the rentals 
and expenses which its continuance 
would involve constituted a burden 
which the Northern Pacific was un­ 
able to bear. 
The judg e said he 
would hear counsel at once on the 
q uestion as to whether the cancella­ 
tion should take effect at opceor no*. 
Edwin H. Abbot, president of the 
Wisconsin Central company and the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad company, 
tonig ht issued g eneral order, No. 1, 
as follows: 
The United States circuit court 
having this day g ranted the petition 
of the Wisconsin Central companies 
for possession of ail the railroads 
covered by their lease to the Northern 
Paeiflo Railroad company, these com­ 
panies will now resume the operation 
of their respective railroads. 
The 
operating offices are re-established in 
Milwaukee. 
Henry 
F. Whitcomb 
(formerly manag er of the Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore & Western) is appointed 
g eneral manag er, and will make all 
necessary arrang ements for receiving 
surrender of these properties from 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific 
company, and for the operation there­ 
of. The financial and accounting de­ 
partments in Milwaukee will bo in 
charg e of Vice-President Frederick 
Abbot.

Ro me Spicy Reading. 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, may 
be on the wrong aide of the silver 
q uestion, but he furnishes some spicy 
reading in his roast of President 
Cleveland. 
Here are some of the 
thing s said by the Senator in his 
speech Monday: 
The president of the United State« , 
armed with more than a hundred 
thousand hig h paid federal offices to 
bestow; with the veto power, desig ned 
only for extraordinary 
occasions; 
backed by concentrated capital and 
f l a t t e r e d by a venal press, turned bis 
face toward the senate wing of the 
capitol, and, in ang ry and menacing 
tones, said if the representatives th**re 
assembled leg islated in prejudice or 
passion, or in behalf of sectional and 
selfish iutertsts, the circumstances 
surrounding it would not bo worth 
commemorating . 
Mr. Stewart undertook to say that 
at no time since the execution of 
Charles L, either in Eng land or in the 
United States, had any king or presi­ 
dent ever o|ieuly and defiantly dis- 
olieyed a statute which he himself de­ 
clared mandatory or ordered his sub­ 
ordinates over whom he bad control, 
to do the same thing . 
Was it not 
time to sound the alarm? 
If consti­ 
tutional liberty was of any value, it 
seemed to him that all friends and 
foes should stand up and say to 1 he 
president of the United States 
“You 
have overstep|>ed th© mark; we cau- 
not afford to have the laws of con 
g ress disreg arded.** 
Mr. Stewart then read from a letter 
written by the president, in which he 
said he soon expected to “have a ses­ 
sion of cong ress on his hands.” 
“A 
session of cong ress on my hands,” re­ 
la te d Mr. Steward in simulated 
seriousness. 
“That remark spoke 
volumes in interpreting how the 
president reg arded the co-ordinate 
branches of the g overnment 
Sbonld 
a man who fully appreciated the re- 
sppoaibility of his oflice. even by acci­ 
dent, make the 
remark—c Tig ress 
would be on his hands? 
Cong ress 
bad assembled as an independent 
branch of the g overnment; was on 
nobody’s hands. 
Mr. Stewart then read frotp the 
Cincinnati Times-Htar an interview 
with the president, in which he said: 
“The repeal of the silver purchasing 
act could not be effected this year.” 
“The people are with me and my 
policy,” said tflp president; **but I 
fear i shall not be able to command 
action from coog reai 
I never saw 
such obstinacy as exists among mem­ 
bers of oong ress ou the silver q ues­ 
tion. It is useless to api>©al to them 
now.*’ 
The assumption of the president 
that he knew best, said Mr. Stewart, 
aud that those who had studied the 
subject all their lives were wrong , 
was remarkable. 
When such a sentiment was uttered 
by the chief executive it became per­ 
tinent to inq uire where and when did 
he acq uire all the knowledg e; where 
and when did he have an opportunity 
to familiarize himself with the wants 
and needs of the American people, 
and with the science of money and 
economics? 
Where and when did he 
study it, aud m what school? 
**l believe,” said Mr. Stewart, “that 
the president is the only president 
who has ever presided at the White 
House who did not [tossess a Literal 
education, either in some colleg e or 
on a farm where he communicated 
•with nature, and learned nature’s 
laws. I do not believe that the edu­ 
cation of a clerk or lawyer, without a 
liberal educatioQ in a colleg e or a 
liberal education by studying the 
books of nature, can fit a man to pre­ 
side over the dentiny of this country. 
Th© three g reatest presidents we ever 
had received that liberal education 
which nature affords by coming in 
contact with the people, and taking a 
wider view of the laws of man and of 
nature than can be obta.ned in a law 
office or in a sheriff’s office, or in the 
office of mayor or any other contrac­ 
ted place, where the g reat book of 
nature is closed.” 
If the present president had known 
what Washing ton knew; if he had 
known the people as 
Washing ton, 
Jackson and as Lincoln fully appre­ 
ciated them, he would not have ut­ 
tered the remarks he had. He would 
not have talked of the obstinacy of 
cong ress, nor would he have talked 
of having cong ress on bis hand, said 
Mr. Stewart. 
His environment have 
been peculiar. 
He then read from 
the president’s biog raphy in the con­ 
g ressional director, the authenticity 
of which could not be q uestioned. 
“At sixteen years of ag e he became 
an assistant teacher in New Yok In­ 
stitute for the blind,” read Mr. Stew­ 
art, and then he added: “It looks now 
as if he had not g otten entirely over 
that ide.” “In 1855 he went west in 
search of employment,” continued 
tfie biog raphy. 
“Let us see what his 
ide of the west is,” said Mr. Stewart, 
and then he read on: 
“Eng ag ed 
with his uncle at Buaffalo to aid in 
the compilation of the American Herd 
Book.” “Upon retiring from the pres­ 
idency,” the biog raphy read, “he lo­ 
cated in New York city aud resumed 
the practice of law.” 
New York was a g reat piece to 
study finance, said Mr. Stewart. 
He 
would there coo}« in contact with men 
who knew less than he did. 
Why did 
the president say in a contemptuous 
manner that ho would have cong ress 
on his hands? 
Why did he say con­ 
g ressmen were obstinate and would 
not allow others who knew all abont 
it to establish the finance? “In what 
public document had the president 
over showed any lig ht oa the g reat 
q uestion of finance’ “If we would 
stop the necessity for revolution and 
preserve the eq uilibrium of the de­ 
partments of the g overment, we must 
protest now. 
The attention of the 
people must be called to the ag g res­ 
sions. It is the only way to preserve 
the independence of the co-ordinate 
branches of the g overment.” 


Can Take care ot Himself. 
Referring to the communication in 
our columns las* week, taken from 
the Iron and Lumber Review, of 
Grand Rapids, concerning a disturb­ 
ing element in that community,’ the 
Grand Rapids Mag net of this week 
says: The communication bears all 
the earmark of having orig inated 
with one “Doc” Howe—the notorious 
“promoter”- and the cowardly thrust 
in the back is undoubtedly intended 
for Attorney J.N .

Armed Their Employes. 
Chicago, Sept. 26.—The Michigan 
Central Railroad company does not 
propose to have any ‘i>old train rob­ 
bers” occur on its road if it can help 
it. The officials of the road have 
armed all their employes with the 
latest invention in shotguns. The8© 
guns are novel in their construction 
arid carry as much death aud de­ 
struction in their wake as dyna? 
mite. 
The guns are made expressly 
for the purpose for which they are 
intended to be used. 
The guns are 
only twenty-two inches long, giving 
free os© in close quarters. Each is 
loaded with twelve large size buck­ 
shot with a charge of powder suffici­ 
ent to propel them through a cast 
iron covering. Each holds six car­ 
tridges and all the charges can be 
fired in a few seconds. 
The engi­ 
neers, fireman, express messengers 
and conductors will be armed with 
these weapons of defense. Accom- 
paning each gun there are five rounds 
of ammunition making each train a 
veritable arsenal.

M il w a u k e e , Wis., Sept. 25.—Judge 
Jenkins handed down his decision in 
the Northern Pacific case at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. The decision termin­ 
ates the lease of the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral road by the Northern Pacific and 
gives the property back into the 
hands of the Central company. 
In rendering tho decision, Judge 
Jenkins said that an examination of 
the accounts submitted to the court 
showed that since the lease took 
effect, in 1890, the Wisconsin Central 
had been operated at a loss of $1,142,- 
316, and the Chicago Sc Northern Pa­ 
cific at a loss of $1,304,169 
With re­ 
gard to the Chicago Sc Northern Pa­ 
cific Judge Jenkins held that that 
company was simply a contract credr 
itor and that its interests could not 
be considered paramount to those of 
other creditors, 
He said that the 
$19,000,000 of Chicago Sc Northern 
Pacific stock held by the Northern 
Pacific were practically worthless. 
The gist of the decision was that the 
lease and the payment of the rentals 
and expenses which it© continuance 
would involve constituted a burden 
which the Northern Pacific was un­ 
able to bear. 
The judge said he 
would hear counsel at once on the 
question as to whether the cancella­ 
tion should take effect at ojiceor no*. 
Edwiu JI. Abbot, president of the 
Wisconsin Central company and the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad company, 
tonight issued general order, No. I, 
as follows: 
The United States circuit court 
having this day granted the petition 
of the Wisconsin Central companies 
for possession of all the railroads 
covered by their lease to the Northern 
Pacific Railroad company, these com­ 
panies w ill now resume the operation 
of their respective railroads. 
The 
operating offices are re-established in 
Milwaukee. 
Henry F. Whitcomb 
(formerly manager of the Milwaukee, 
Lake Shore & Western) is appointed 
general manager, and will make all 
necessary arrangements for receiving 
surrender of these properties from 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific 
company, and for the operation there­ 
of. The financial and accounting de­ 
partments in Milwaukee will bo in 
charge of Vice-President Frederick 
Abbot.

Some Spicy Reading. 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, may 
be on the wrong side of the silver 
question, but he furnishes some spicy 
reading in his roast of President 
Cleveland. 
Here are some of the 
things said by the Senator in his 
speech Monday: 
The president of the United State*, 
armed with more than a hundred 
thousand high paid federal offices to 
bestow; with the veto flower, designed 
only for extraordinary 
occasions; 
backed by concentrated capital and 
flattered by a venal press, turned his 
face toward the senate wing of the 
capitol, and, in angry and menacing 
tones, said if the representatives thure 
assembled legislated in prejudice or 
passion, or in behalf of sectional and 
selfish interests, the circumstances 
surrounding it would not bo worth 
commemorating. 
Mr. Stewart undertook to say that 
at no time since the execution of 
Charles L, either in England or in the 
United States, hail any king or presi­ 
dent ever ojienly and defiantly dis­ 
obeyed a statute which he himself de­ 
clared mandatory or ordered his sub­ 
ordinates over whom he had oontrol, 
to do the same thing. 
Was it not 
time to sound the alarm? 
If consti­ 
tutional liberty was of any value, it 
seemed to him that all friends and 
foes should stand up and say to the 
I (resident of the United States 
“You 
Lave overstepfied the mark; we can­ 
not afford to have the laws of con 
gress disregarded.” 
Mr. Stewart then read from a letter 
written by the president, in which be 
said he soon expected to “have a ses­ 
sion of congress on his hands.” 
“A 
session of congress on my hands,” re­ 
flated Mr. Steward in simulated 
seriousness. 
“That remark spoke 
volumes in interpreting how the 
president regarded the co-ordinate 
branches of the government 
Should 
a man who fully appreciated the re- 
sfxmsibility of his office, even by acci­ 
dent, make the 
remark—congress 
would be on his hands? 
Congress 
had assembled as an independent 
branch of the government; was on 
nobody’s hands. 
Mr. Stewart then read frotfl the 
Cincinnati Times-Star an interview 
with the president, in which he said: 
’'The repeal of the silver purchasing 
act could not be effected this year.” 
“The people are with me and pay 
policy,” said tfip president; '‘but I 
fear I shall not be able to command 
action from congress 
I never saw 
such obstinacy as exists among mem­ 
bers of congress on the silver ques­ 
tion. It is useless to appeal to them 
now.” 
The assumption of the president 
that he knew best, said Mr. Stewart, 
and that those who had studied the 
subject all their live® were wrong, 
was remarkable. 
When such a sentiment was uttered 
by the chief executive it became per­ 
tinent to inquire where and when did 
he acquire all the knowledge; where 
and when did he have an opportunity 
to familiarize himself with the wants 
and needs of the American people, 
and with the science of money and 
economics? 
Where and when did he 
study it, and in what school? 
♦‘I believe,” said Mr. Stewart, “that 
the president is the only president 
who has ever presided at’ the White 
House who did not possess a liberal 
education, either in some college or 
on a farm where he communicated 
• with nature, and learned nature’s 
laws. I do not believe that the edu­ 
cation of a clerk or lawyer, without a 
liberal education in a college or a 
liberal education by studying the 
books of nature, can fit a man to pre­ 
side over the dentiny of this country. 
The three greatest presidents we ever 
had received that liberal education 
which nature affords by coming in 
j contact with the people,'and taking a 
wider view of the laws of man and of 
nature than can be obtained in a law 
office or in a sheriff’s office, or in the 
office of mayor or any other contrac­ 
ted place, where the great book of 
nature is closed.” 
If the present president had known 
what Washington knew; if he had 
known the people as 
Washington, 
Jackson and as Lincoln fully appre­ 
ciated them, he would not have ut­ 
tered the remarks he had. He would 
not have talked of the obstinacy of 
congress, nor would he have talked 
of having congress on bis hand, said 
Mr. Stewart. 
His environment have 
been peculiar. 
He then read from 
the president’s biography in the con­ 
gressional director, the authenticity 
of which could not be questioned. 
“At sixteen years of age he became 
an assistant teacher in New Yok In­ 
stitute for tho blind,” read Mr. Stew­ 
art, and then he added: “It looks now 
as if he had not gotten entirely over 
that ide.” 
“In 1855 he went west in 
search of employment,” continued 
the biography. 
“Let us see what his 
•de of the west is,” said Mr. Stewart, 
and then he read on: 
“Engaged 
with his uncle at Buaffalo to aid in 
the compilation of the American Herd 
Book.” “Upon retiring from the pres­ 
idency,” the biography read, “he lo­ 
cated in New York city and resumed 
the practice of law.” 
New York was a great place to 
study finance, said Mr. Stewart. 
He 
would there conte in contact with men 
who knew less than he did. 
Why did 
the president say in a contemptuous 
manner that ho would have congress 
on his hands? 
Why did he say con­ 
gressmen were obstinate and would 
not allow others who knew all about 
it to establish the finance? “In what 
public document had the president 
over showed any light on the great 
question of finance? “J f we would 
stop tho necessity for revolution and 
preserve the equilibrium of the de­ 
partments of the goverment, we must 
protest now. 
The attention of the 
people must be called to the aggres­ 
sions. It is the only way to preserve 
the independence of the co-ordinate 
branches of the goverment.”

Referring to the communication in 
our columns last week, taken from 
the Iron and Lumber Review, of 
Grand Rapids, concerning a disturb­ 
ing element in that community,' the 
Grand Rapids Magnet of this week

Gathered cream manag ers soon found 
that It is necessary to t« *st cream an« l 
pay for it according to its butter pro­ 
ducing qualities. It is a slower anil 
more « lifiicult task to convince niana- 
g ers o f separator fuctories of the ne­ 
cessity of testing milk. When the who!« * 
milk is taken the milk from one herd is 
,uppos*« *d to be nearer that of another 
herd in richness than is the cream from 
these same herds when raised by g rav­ 
ity. It probably Is nearer alike, but 
still there is much diff**renee. When 
the milk test is first introduced into a 
factory the patrons are likely to err as 
to its work. It diff« *rs from the test 
commonly use« I for cream. In testing , 
the cream is actually churned, then the 
butter is melted and measured, lu 
ti*stlug milk the ease is “ cut” with an 
achl an« l the oil ris« *s and is measured. 
But <*ach has its own basis. Tin* cream 
t« *st is measurid by a scale which shows 
the amount of butter the cream will 
make. Tho milk test scale shows the 
actual butter fat contents. As 17* or 2»> 
per rent of averag e creamery butter is 
water, th« * churn will excetd th« * milk 
tret reu« tiug by about on« *-seventh (al­ 
lowing a marg in for waste in manu­ 
facturing . but the churn ami the cream 
t« *st will ag ree within the limits of va­ 
riation due to fluctuations incident to 
manufacture.

I will rep« *at my plan of keeping 
onions throug h .vinter in as few words 
as possible, as some of your readers 
may have forg otten It, or perhaps n« » t 
have notk*e« l it, says a writer in Ohio 
Farmer. We sel*x*t a piece o f dry 
g round an« l dig a trench from four to 
six f« x*t wide, nn« l long euoug h to hol« l 
all that we have to put in it We put 
them alxrat six inches deep in the pit. 
They are* put upon the g nmnd, but 
al*>ut two inch« ** of straw over them, 
aixi tb« *n a f«*w* inch« » * of earth on the 
straw. We wish them to g et frozen as 
s« xmi as possible after they are put into 
the pit. After we are certain that they 
are all froz« *n, we haul some manure 
and cover them, perhaps a to ot deeper 
than at first. There are two reasons 
for this. One is that if they are allowed 
to thaw during the winter they will al­ 
most « » ertalnly rot, and the entire lot 
be lost. Upon the other hand, If they 
g et frozen too hard, they will either rot 
when th« *y thaw’ out or else be dead 
an« l worthless for sets. 
In the spring , after the frost is all out 
of them, we take them out of the pit 
and put them back upon the shelves 
ag ain, as they were during the fall be­ 
fore. There they remain until they are 
needed to set out. I have tried various 
plans of preserving onion sets throug h 
winter, but none of them have proved 
as satisfactory as th© abov©. In fact, 
wo consider it just about perfect.

ICA. 


It Was Run la 
Baltimore 
Seven 
Years Abo, and I* Vow OM-Fa»»»- 
tonert. 
In the car bams of the Baltimore City 
and Suburban road, near the comer of 
Huntingdon avenue and Oak street, is 
a relic which President Peril! thinks 
will tigur© in a museum one of these 
days, when rapid transit, by electricity 
especially, has completely revolution- 
izod Baltimore, and made tho city’s 
progress and development a matter of 
record, says the World. 
Half hidden with cobwebs aud dust, 
is equally various. 
W ater boils at 21- and pushed in one comer to make room 
deg. Fahrenheit, lead melts at 612; tin* 
fusing point of gold is 2,016 deg. and of 
iron 3.000 deg. We give these particu­ 
lars in order to show what enormous 
hanges can be effected by cold in the 
transmutation of a sulistanco from a 
liquid to a solid or by heat from a solid 
lo a liquid state. Kther boils at OO deg. 
Fahrenheit, but has never been frozen 
by the severest cold. 
The forces ex­ 
erted by the action and reaction of 
heat and cold are l*est exemplified tin­ 
der the head of steam .which lias only 
been called forth and made use of by 
man sin<*e about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, but it has i»een in 
action on a gigantic scale in nature for 
probably hundreds of thousands of 
years, it being the opinion of many geol­ 
ogists, including Lyell, that it is the gen­ 
eration of steam, whether developed by 
the internal heat of the earth in a state 
of fusion, or whether by that of the 
chemical action of the elements in 
the bowels of the earth developing 
beat, which, acting on water and thus 
generating steam, is the great force 
which throws up such enormous rocks 
aud masses of lava as Aetna has late­ 
ly lieen doing. 
The rock* and l*va 
thus thrown up an- in a state of fusion 
by heat, but they gradually cool by ex­ 
posure to the air and form solid rooks 
and mountains. This action and reac­ 
tion has been going un for thousands 
id years with little cessation. 
Heat anil cold, again, cause the ocean­ 
ic currents on our earth I atw een the 
equator and the poles and vice versa, 
and thereby affect the earth’s magnet­ 
ism or polarity, not only on our glol>e, 
but probably all throughout the uni­ 
verse. 
This is borne out by the fact 
that “the aurora Isirealis is decidedly 
an electrical phenomenon, which tak*>s 
place in the highest regions of the at­ 
mosphere, since it is visible at the same 
time at places very distant from each 
other. 
Hr. Faraday oonj**etur**s that 
tho electric equilibrium of the earth 
is restored by the aurora conveying 
the electricity from the f*oles to the 
equator.”

The Difference in Testing Mille and 
Cream—.How 
Convenient 
Walton 
Jack* Are Easily Made—-W intering 
Onion*—Farm 1 Note*. 
Gathered cream managers soon found 
that it is necessary to test cream and 
pay for it according to its butter pro­ 
ducing qualities. It is a slower and 
more difficult task to convince mana­ 
gers of separator factories of the ne­ 
cessity of testing milk. When the whole 
milk is taken the milk from one herd is 
->uppost'd to be nearer that of another 
herd in richness than is the cream from 
these same herds av Ii en raised by grav­ 
ity. It probably is nearer alike, but 
still there is much difference. When 
the milk test is first introduced into a 
factory the patrons are likely to err as 
to its work. It differs from the test 
commonly used for cream. In testing, 
the cream is actually churned, then the 
butter is melted and measured. In 
testing milk the case is “cut” with an 
acid and the oil rises and is measured. 
But each has its OAvn basis. The cream 
test is measured by a scale which shows 
the amount of butter the cream will 
make. Tho milk test scale shows the 
actual batter fat contents. As 15 or 20 
per cent of average creamery butter is 
water, the churn will exceed the milk 
test reading by about one-seventh (a1- j 
lowing a margin for waste in rnanu- j 
facturing, but the churn and the cream 
test will agree Avitliin the limits of va- i 
riation due to fluctuations incident to 
manufacture.

The Nebraska experiment station in 
relation to smut in corn gives a sum­ 
mary in relation to the same, as fol­ 
lows: 
Cora smut 
is 
widely 
distributed 
throughout this country ami the old 
world. 
The injury resulting from its 
attacks varies from a fraction of I 
per cent to more than half of the 
crop. 
Experimenters differ in opinions os 
to its harmfulness when eaten by cat­ 
tle, but It is certain that it is not an 
active poison. 
The black powder of the smut con­ 
sists of th** spores, which are simple 
seed-like reproductive l**Mli«*s. 
These 
reproduce smut much as seeds repro­ 
duce ordinary plants. 
Smut spores may grow in manure 
a lid liquids in the barn yard for an 
Indefinite jiorlod. 
Th** smut enters the corn when it is 
very young, penetrating th** soft tis­ 
sue.- of th** lowest joint and tin* root 
of the small plant. 
Smut d«M*s not pass from plant to 
plant in th** com field. 
Outward applications to the affected 
com plant will do no good, for the fun­ 
gus is Inside, and no application will 
reach it. 
Great care should Im* taken to keep 
the ground from Im coming tilled with 
spores. 
By a rotation of crops the increase 
of smut may lie prevented. 
Domestic animals should not lie al­ 
lowed to eat the smut in tile field, for 
they will distribute the spores in their 
droppings. 
Care should be taken not to contami­ 
nate yard manure with the spores. 
Infected stalks should be removed 
from the field before the smut balls 
open, and then carefully destroyed. 
Plant none but seed 'which is per­ 
fectly free from smut spores.

Salt is 
an essential elennnt of the blood, aud 
is as necessary to stock as to human 
beings. 
Many of their common fowls 
are lacking in it. and consequently it 
must be artificially supplied.

not tell exactly how much they need, 
and so the plan of feeding them stated 
amounts at stated times is wrong. Put 
it where they can get it themselves, 
and they will take just as mite-6 «“* they 
need, and no more.

W i n t e r i n g O n i o n s , 
I will repeat my plan of keeping 
onions through winter in as few words 
as possible, as some of your readers 
may have forgotten it, or perhaps not 
have noticed it, says a writer in Ohio 
Farmer. We select a piece of dry 
ground and dig a trench from four to 
six feet Avide, and long enough to hold 
all rhai avo have to put in it. We put 
them about six inches deep in the pit. 
They are put upon the ground, but 
about two inches of straw over them, 
and then a f**Av inches of earth on the 
straw. We wish them to get frozen as 
soon as possible after they are put into 
the pit. After we are certain that they 
are all frozen, avo haul some manure 
and cover them, perhaps a foot deeper 
than at first. There are two reasons 
for this. One is that if they are alloAved 
to thaw during the winter they will al­ 
most certainly rot, and tile entire lot 
be lost. Upon the other hand, if they 
get frozen too hard, they will either rot 
when they thaw out or else be dead 
and worthless for sets. 
In the spring, after the frost is all out 
of them, we take them out of the pit 
and put them back upon the shelves 
again, as they were during the fall be­ 
fore. There they remain until they are 
needed to set out. I have tried various 
plans of preserving onion sets through 
Avinter, but none of them have proved 
as satisfactory as tho above. In fact, 
wo consider it just about perfect. 


Scours In Calves. 
A writer in the Rural New Yorker 
Aays: My cal Aes sometimes get scours 
but the trouble can nearly alway* be 
traced to some careless act. To illus­ 
trate; The first calf I ever lost got in­ 
flammation of the bowels from a cold, 
wet bed, and died in a few hours. The 
next the man forgot to feed It in the 
morning, and at night gave it a double 
quantity; and, worse, being in a hurry, 
did not warm it, thinking just one cold 
mc3S would do no harm; the calf died 
in great pain within twenty minutes. 
The last was given a feed out of a pail 
which had not been washed and in 
which there was a little sour milk. The 
result was a case of scours which was 
fatal in less than two days. 
To cure scours, I decrease the quan­ 
tity of milk, feed it as hot cs the calf 
will take it, add from one to three raw 
eggs, according to the age of the calf, 
and in severe cases give from fifteen 
drops to a teaspoonful of laudanum 
every four hours. Once a «>alf was 
taken ill when I was away from home, 
and when I returned it WM passing

Examine flocks of sheep, and if ticks 
are still found on them, destroy by dip­ 
ping in tobacco decoction or in some of 
the prepared dips, before they are con 
fined In barns and sheds again. 
Late growth produces te n d e r Avood 
w hich cannot AA’lthstand a Ioav tempera­ 
ture. therefore cease cultiA ating or­ 
chard trees in time for them to th o r­ 
oughly ripen. 
One of the best ways of renewing an 
old currant bush is to cut out all the old 
groAvth aud the greater portion of the 
new, and dig thoroughly around the 
roots and apply a good dressing of ma­ 
nure. 
In pruning young seedlings after the 
introduced bud has started groAvth. do 
not cut away too much of it at a time 
or too heavy a flow of sap sent to tile 
young shoot may kill the introduced 
bud. 
Do not allow weeds to mature seed on 
the land where potatoes were groAvn. 
They Avill seed the ground thoroughly 
for another year with foxtail, purslane, 
pigweeds, etc., if allowed to grow.

Killed Instantly. 
A terrible accident occurred o d 
Tuesday afternoon seventeen miles 
up the river near Miller’s mill by 
which Charles A Smith, aged 17 
years, and a son of J. G. Smith the 
barber, lost his life. In company 
with Roy Guthrie, the young man 
had been in that vicinity since Sun­ 
day, and they bad been enjoying 
themselves at hunting for a day or 
two. On that afternoon they were 
near the river, about a mile and a 
half below Millers, and just before 
the accident occurred Smith had been 
gathering wild grapes, and Guthrie 
had the gun. They had seated them­ 
selves on a log and were conversing, 
when the gun in some manner si ipj ed 
out of Guthrie’s hands or fell from 
his knees to the ground and was dis­ 
charged, the entire charge of shot 
striking Charles Smith in the month 
killing him instantly anti without a 
struggle, for his hands were still in 
his pants pocket when lie was brought 
in. Young Guthrie was almost craz­ 
ed with fright and grief, but he 
started at once for Miller’s for assist­ 
ance, wading through swamps and 
marshes until he reached that place 
almost breathless, where he told the 
people what bad happened, and they 
proceeded by lioat to the spot and 
picked up the lifeless form of the un­ 
fortunate boy and took him back and 
brought him into town by team from 
the mill. The sad news was broken 
to the father and mother as gently as 
jiossible, but it was a terrible blow to 
them. Tho remains were taken to 
Losey Sc Dean’s aud prepared for 
burial, and then taken to the boy’s 
former home. the funeral occurring 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock from 
St. Francis Catholic Church, Rev. Fr. 
Lynch officiating

It wasexpected 
the amount would Lave been tele­ 
graphed from New York in time for 
the trial at that time, but the agent 
who was sent there took the wrong 
route and the last heard of him he 
was in charge of the cusrom house of­ 
ficials at Montreal. In consenting to 
an adjournment the county attorney 
took into consideration the fact 
the defendants agreed to a trial to- 
together and admitted the evidence 
of Leo Bang as given in the muni­ 
cipal court. Taking all these things 
into consideration, Judge Holland 
granted the request and the petit jury 
was notified to appear on the date 
above mentioned. 
Judge 
W. A. 
Fleming, who was retained by the 
prosecution, withdrew from the case 
on account of the uncertainty regard­ 
ing the raising of funds to defray 
the 
expense. 
The trial will un­ 
doubtedly consume considerable time 
as it will be difficult to secure a jury 
entirely unbiased and unprejudiced.
